The question: Who do you favor in 
the upcoming presidential election? The 
results: Jimmy Carter, 43.6%; Gerald 
Ford, 30.6%; other candidates, 4.4%; no 
one, 21.4%. 

One out of five students did not care 
who the next president would be. 

Why? 

In a year marked by events that could 
hardly be described as “politics as usual,” 
student apathy toward the election scene 
ran at higher levels than before. 

But while both Carter and Ford were 
capable of calling forth a deep commit- 
ment among some students, others disil- 
lusioned by Vietnam, the Washington 
sex scandal syndrome, and the “say-one- 
thing-do-another” politics that seemed 
to prevail, turned their backs on the 
American political system. Although 
Carter appeared to be the winner, hold- 
ing a 13% edge over Ford, such was not 
really the case. Due to lack of student 
preference of a winner, both candidates 
failed to attain a simple majority of the 
votes cast. 

Of those stating a preference, Car- 
ter won with 55.5%, as opposed to Ford’s 
38.9% following, and the 5.6% favoring 
other presidential hopefuls. In head to 
head competition between the two men, 
Carter support amounted to just under 
three votes to every two votes for Ford. 

What of the political dropouts? Who 
will they select as the leaders of tomor- 
row? Will they continue to believe that 
whoever runs America does not really 
make any significant difference in how 
America is run? How important a role 
will politics play in a society where one 
of five does not care who governs it? 

To ignore the right to vote is to give 
up the right to have a voice in govern- 
mental decisions. As Aristotle said, “He 
who is silent is opposed.”

Playing football at Penn high school was a 
learning experience. In addition to learning 
plays, the coaches’ likes and dislikes, a football 
player learned things that many people will 
never know. 

He learned what it was like to wake with 
stiff, sore muscles from last night’s practice. 
He learned what it was like to feel salty sweat 
mingling with the blood of a freshly opened 
cut. He learned what it was like to overlook the 
little aches and pains and to go to practice any- 
way. After all, he reasoned, he may have had to 
play a game soon—and the opposing team was 
not going to show a great deal of compassion 
for someone who was playing despite pain. 

So he learned to live with it. He had to. 

When the season was over, when the little 
injuries were beginning to heal, the player 
would look back on the past few months. In 
his own mind, he couldn’t help but evaluate 
whether or not his own personal sacrifice was 
worth it. An 8-2 record was a good indication 
that it was. 

The memories were hazy at first, but soon 
the images began to sharpen. The mind would 
drift back to the season opener with Misha- 
waka. Over 6,000 people watched the Kings- 
men extended their string to three straight vic- 
tories over the Cavemen. The 28-7 win over 
Mishawaka was enhanced by the fact that it 
occurred on Freed Field, the first time the 
Kingsmen-Cavemen clash had ever been played 
on Penn’s home turf. The victory was sparked 


by Mishawaka mistakes, and touchdown runs 
of 47 and 35 yards by Tom Hill and Dennis 
Groning respectively. 

A second game victory over the Michigan 
City Red Devils resulted as the Kingsmen 
marched to a 19-7 decision on drives of 46, 70 
and 68 yards. It was the first time Michigan 
City had been defeated by the Black and Gold 
in four showings, a proud accomplishment. 

The memories locked away after the 20-0 
win over a West Lafayette squad that never 
crossed over Penn’s 40 yard line were every bit 
as impressive. Penn’s “wild bunch” defense had 
registered its first shutout of the young season. 

But it was not to be the last. While the capa- 
ble Kingsmen offensive attack rolled up 35 and 
18 points against Adams and LaPorte, the Penn 
defense allowed no scores against them. 

With the defense holding out against their 
opponents, the offense produced a swift 26-7 
victory over a very capable Elkhart Memorial 
team. 

Homecoming night, the Penn gridders faced 
a tough Elkhart Central squad. With adrenalin 
flowing the Kingsmen rose to the occasion, 
scoring twice within the first quarter, making 
the score 13-0 after a blocked Becraft kick. The 
tough Kingsmen defense held Elkhart Central 
scoreless, while the Penn offense tallied up 
again, bringing the final score to a 19-0 win.

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Then came disaster. Although the Penn grid- 
ders scored the first touchdown of the game, the 
Clay Colonials bounced back with an 82-yard 
pass for the touchdown, making the score 7-7. 
Quickly the Penn defense upheld another Clay 
drive and forced the Colonials into a punting 
situation, giving the ball to the Kingsmen at 
their own 42-yard line. Driving hard, the grid- 
ders moved the ball within one yard of the goal 
line. On fourth down with one yard to go, quar- 
terback Dennis Groning surprised the Clay 
defense with a quick pass to Ray Hinton, giving 
the Kingsmen a 13-7 edge. But Clay refused to 
admit defeat. Second and third quarter Clay 
touchdowns made it 21-13. The Kingsmen came 
back on a 28-yard drive for the touchdown, and a 
two point conversion, tying the score at 21. Into 
overtime the Kingsmen went, but a field goal 
attempt failed, leaving the score tied. The 
defense prevented Clay from scoring, giving 
Penn another chance to score. Finally Clay scored 
on a Tony Radecki run. It was over; the Coloni- 
als had won 28-21 in double overtime. 

However, the disaster had not yet taken its 
toll. On a rainy Friday night the Kingsmen fell 
to third ranked St. Joseph. The Penn attack 
proved to be too little, too late. A second quarter 
touchdown was all the scoring the Kingsmen 
could muster. The Indians captalized on two 
fumbles to take the victory with a score of 23-6. 

After two straight losses, the Penn gridders 
snapped back for a victory over the Washington 
Panthers. Recovering a Panther fumble, the 
Kingsmen marched 31 yards for the touchdown. 
Becraft’s extra point kick failed, making the 
score 6-0. In the third quarter, the Washington 
squad began their bid for a comeback, first by 
scoring an 8-yard touchdown, failing on the extra 
point, then by kicking a 25-yard field goal. 

The Penn gridders fired up their attack once 
again by plowing down the Panther defense in a 
75-yard drive, which ended up with a Tom Hill 
touchdown, giving Penn a 13-9 victory. Time ran 
out for the Panthers, thus denying them a place 
in the state play-offs. 

The Kingsmen were rated 10th in the final 
AP poll, compiling an 8-2 record. The MVP 
award was given to senior Ray Hinton and the 
Blondell award went to Tim Shobert. The most 
improved player was Dave Kramer.

In other football action, the B-team compiled 
an impressive record of 9 wins and 1 tie, the first 
time the B-team was undefeated in Penn history. 

The Kingsmen marked the season opener 
with a smashing 26-0 victory over the Misha- 
waka Cavemen. Continually outscoring their 
opponents, the Kingsmen shut out Michigan 
City Elston, 20-0, and smoked Warsaw, 27-6.

That character is tested to the limit in the 
long, grueling practice sessions that the wrestler 
daily endures. Learning new techniques and 
holds, attempting to find ways to escape another 
wrestler’s grip, building strength and endurance 
to the greatest extent possible, the never ceasing 
agony of running just one step farther fill those 
practices. 

It’s tough, but a wrestler knows that the only 
weapon he carries onto the mat is his own body. 
If that weapon is to be effective, it must be at 
the peak of its physical capacity, for the wres- 
tler’s opponent will be quick to parlay any weak- 
ness into a victory. 

The wrestler has no alibi. He cannot blame a 
loss on the mistakes of a teammate. He walks on 
and off the mat alone. It’s a one to one struggle, 
pitting the powers of one man against another, 
only one will emerge triumphant. 

When he walks off the mat, his breath com- 
ing in gasps, whether the winner or the loser, he 
can walk off proud. He has proven his character.

Also forseen in the future is the building 
of a new elementary school on Bittersweet road 
to take the place of Kennedy school which is 
located on USS. 20. 

Helping within Penn high were building 
administrators Mr. Lambert, Mr. Quimby and 
Mr. Keppler. Each, in his own way, contributed 
to the efficiency of Penn. Mr. Lambert, our prin- 
cipal, oversees everything that goes on here. Mr. 
Quimby, as vice-principal of student affairs, han- 
dled the ups and downs of student life. Mr. Kep- 
pler handled teacher concerns and coordinated 
the North Central Study. 

Although they had plenty to keep them busy, 
Mr. Lambert, Mr. Quimby and Mr. Keppler 
were also involved in the first stage of the North 
Central Association Evaluation. Penn entered the 
self-study part of the three-phase program this 
year and by next year will have completed the 
visiting team and follow-up phases. The North 
Central Association Evaluation was just another 
program our administrators took part in during 


their schedules in order to keep up Penn’s high 
standard of education.

Repeated applications of the Commutative

This year students had the opportunity to take 
the traditional history and English courses required 
of all juniors, or to enroll in the American Studies 
Program. The course was a combination of history 
and English classes, but put emphasis on American 
literature that related to a certain time period. 

The course was taught with a thematic approach 
where such topics as popculture, radicals in Ameri- 
can society, and dissolution of man were presented. 
Students were urged to read books, investigate dif- 
ferent sources of media and to eventually form an 
opinion about the time period they had studied. 
Source materials were not just limited to the subjects 
of history and English. Students could go into the 
aspects of music, art, magazine literature or any- 
thing else they wanted. Activities ranged from field 
trips and making commercials to writing a research 
paper on the Beatles. 

When students were asked how they liked the 
course, not a negative answer could be found.

The class was team-taught by Mr. Sloan and Mr. 
Bowen with assistance from Mr. Gary D’Lamater. It 
was a two-hour block of time and will be offered 
again next year.

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Teachers share experiences 


There is a specific quality that compels people 
to study the life and language of a different 
country. A special “something” is motivating 
them—usually a deep-rooted feeling of devotion 
for the people, the land and the customs of the 
country they study. They love the language and 
everything connected with it. This special 
“something” explains Leah Silver’s affinity to 
France, Herr Green’s attachment to Germany, 
and the Gambas’ love for Cuba. 

Madame Silver has visited France twice. She 
saw such places as the Eiffel Tower, Notre 
Dame and the Roman Ruins. Madame Silver 
said, “I found the French people very hospitable 
and warm. I think the fact that I spoke French 
made the people welcome me more warmly than 
other tourists. In other words, they appreciated 
the effort I made to speak their language.” 

Since she genuinely loves the language, Mad- 
ame Silver feels that learning French is very 
important. “It is an international language and it 
broadens your knowledge of culture and of your 
own language. I think an understanding of a for- 
eign language is a definite advantage.” 

Herr Green feels that learning a language dis- 
ciplines individuals and teaches them to succeed 
on their own. In his two tours to Germany with 
a group of students, he visited Berlin, Dussel- 
dorf, Munich, Austria and the Tirol, where the 
Winter Olympics were held two years ago. Herr 
Green has had many interesting experiences such 
as visiting the Berlin wall and being stopped and 
searched by the communists when he tried to re- 





enter West Germany. 

As a momentum of his trip to Berlin, Herr 
Green has a piece of barbed wire from the Berlin 
Wall framed on his bulletin board with a caption 
that reads “Diese shande mub weg,” this disgrace 
must be stopped. 

The Gambas have, perhaps, the most colorful 
backgrounds of our four language teachers. They 
came to this country in 1960 to avoid the com- 
munist take over in Cuba, and because of that, 
they have a deep appreciation for the freedom 
our country offers. They have traveled to many 
Spanish speaking countries including Peru, 
Chile, Spain, Venezuela, and Rio de Janeiro. 

Though they did visit some tourist sites such 
as cathedrals and museums, most of the Gambas’ 
energy was spent talking to the people of the 
country they were visiting. Both Mr. and Mrs. 
Gamba were lawyers in Cuba and spent many 
hours talking with ambassadors and other for- 
eign relations officers. Because this communica- 
tion between countries is so important, the Gam- 
bas feel that a foreign language is important, too. 
Mrs. Gamba said, “There is a fantastic market 
for the person with a foreign language skill. The 
fields of business, political science and foreign 
relations are in great need of young people who 
can communicate with other people from differ- 
ent countries.” 

The Gambas have taught Spanish classes at 
Penn for eleven years. Both enjoy teaching and 
find it a rewarding profession.

The hard-hat workers are at the job site the 
whole year, and have callouses to prove it. They 
stop only for a break for classroom discussion or 
a guest speaker on starting new construction 
phases. Then out into the fresh air they tramp, 
eager to put to practice what was preached. 

As the “talented twenty” were hammering 
away at nails (and an occasional thumb or two) 
the interior housework was begun. The housing, 
sewing, welding, wood shop, typing, and graphic 
arts classes are all involved. Even the Elkhart 
Career Center gets into the scene through plan- 
ning the landscaping in the horticulture class. 

There is never an end to the work involving 
the building trades class. For as the finishing 
touches are being put on the 76-77 house, plans 
are being drawn for a new and improved home 
for next year’s hard-hat workers to build.

found out that they were possibly the most 
singular group of people you would ever meet. 
They symbolized people you laughed with, cried with, 
shared moments of enjoyment with, and sometimes even 
fought with. Faces—blended into people with ideas and 
personalities all their own. 

Among the faces were a select few or perhaps a crowd of people 
you called friends.
